I Whllo whaling ships pass through 
these waters at Intor^-als, much of the 
region Is far from being a frcnnonted 
one. Less llinn aOO years n«o Uerlng 
strnlt had not been crossed hv a boat 
with a civilized navigator In cummand. 
but since then, whalers,' Arctic explor- 
ers, and adventurers have passed 
through nnd across the strnlt. 

Ahout twenty years after the ril- 
prims Innded on Plymouth Kock, two 
KURsInn expeditions snlled along tho 
western Imnk of Ilerlng strait without 
seeing the American slile. Later a 
trading station was established on tho 
Uusslim bank, but It was nciirly a cen- 
tury later that Alaska was explored 
from tlie west. 

Humors were current at the Russian 
trading station that there was an is- 
land In the strait, hidden by the fog 
that envelopes the region, and that 
America lay to tho east Tlie "island" 
proved to be two Islands now known 
as Dlomedes. Today one of tho DI- 
omedcs belongs to llussln, the other to 
the United States; for the internation- 
al houndnry lino runs between them. 
They are Inhabited by lisUlmos who 
make their living chledy as *'ko he- 
tweena" for American and ItussUin 
traders. 

Named for Vitus Berina- 
Coring strait nnd Bering sea take 
their names from Vitus Bering, a Dan- 
ish navigator who enlisted In the Itus- 
glnn navy In 1703. Teter tho Great 
ordered him to llie east coar.t of Si- 
beria In 1725, lie went overland to 
Okliotsk nnd then to Kamchatka, 
whero ho built n ship for his explora- 
tions. He sailed up tho Bering sea- 
coast .but America was hidden in the 
fog. On a subsequent voyage, In 1741, 
he saw the American. continent for the 
first time. On his way back to Si- 
beria, Bering's ship was wrecked on 
whnt is. now known ns Bering Island 
In the Commander group. Sailors who 
renthed the mainland carried tho story 
of the Mr trade possibilities In Alaska 
and soon Russian trappers and traders 
moved to the new continent 

If tho International boundary line 
continued north and south as It does 
through the "strnU, half of the Aleu- 
tians would belong to Ilussla. But at 
the south end of tho strait It veers 
southweistward. missing tlie western 
end of the Aleutian chain by about 
IDO miles. 

•Tho Commander Islands form tho 
only group on the Russian side of tho 
lino while tho United States 'ncQuIred 
the St Lawrence, St Matthew, Nunl- 
vnk nnd the rrlhllof Islands when 
Seward paid Uussla 57.000,000 for tho 
famous "Seward Ico Box," as Alaska 
was called by tho ferities of tho pur- 
chase. 

Perhaps the most Important nnd best 
Unown of tho American Islands uro the 
rrlbllofs. where tho United Stales bu- 
reau of fisheries maintains a sealing 
station and fox ranch. The I'ribllofs 
consists of 5 Islands, lying In tho Ber- 
ing sea, about UOO miles north of tho 
Aleutian chain. St Taula nnd St 
Georges Islands, tho largest and only 
ones of tho group that ore Inhabited, 
are each slightly more thah SO square 
miles hi area. The other three nro 
merely Jutting rocks with a combined 
area no larger than a falr-slrcd east- 
ern fann. 

Seals on the Prlbllofs. 
The IslandH are bleak and desolate. 
Their barren, volcanic peaks nnd 
rocky shores uro hostile to vegetnllun. 
In the winter they are covered with 
Ice nnd snow, and whipped by the 
frigid Arctic galea, whllo during tho 
summer months, that fog that envel- 
opes the whole area la so denso that 
tho sun's rays rarely touch the earth. 
As a result the cllmnto Is uncomfort- 
able, cold and damp. Tbwardnutumn 
the wind clears the atmnsphcro and 
hero nnd tlicro grass and mosses ranko 
the best of tho ahort fogleaa anjl Ice- 
less, season. Only, a- few years ago, 
tho inhahltunts of tho Islands were en- 
tirely Isolated from tho rest of tho 
world for six months of the year, hut 
the radio has chuu£cd 'that condition.

When I'rIMIof, tho Russian navl< 
gator, wlujse numo the Islunds bear, 
landed ihcro In 17S0, after throe years' 
Bcnrch for the breeding grounds of the 
seals that freanonted tho north Pa- 
cific nnd Ilcrlng seas waters, he found 
no human life, but millions of seals. 
ITc was followed by Itusslans and later 
by natives from the Aleutian islands. 
Uusslnns nnd a few Americans mnU» 
up the prcHont population, most of 
whom arc cnnnccled with the govcrn- 
.mc'nt senling and 'fox raising Indus- 
trios, 

While seals arc sometimes known as 
Bca bears, their names peculiarly fol- 
low those of cattle and dogs, and even 
human beings. The adult male Is 
called a "hull" and tho female, a 
"cow," Instead of referring either to 
bears or cnttio by ciilllng'the baby 
8e(il» "cubs" or Vcalvcs," man calls 
them "pups." Tlie young males faro 
better by annexing a name of human 
origin— bachelors. 

The more rocliy the shore, the more 
the seals like It during the breeding 
Reasons, for the harems (seal families) 
forsake the few smooth spots on the 
Islands and establish their rookeries 
•(breeding places) among the broken 
rocks along the* shore, or on the sides 
of rocky hills. From the rlra the rook- 
eries appear to the eye ns collections 
of black splotches continually moving, 
while to the ear comes a blend of loud 
grunts nnd barks. Kach oC these 
splotches represents n harem of 50 or 
CO cows nnd, perhaps, twlco ns many 
pups, which are protected by a bull. 
The bachelors are not allowed to como 
near the harems but occupy "hauling 
grounds," on smooth rocks or sandy 
beaches, outside the family circles. 
Sometimes a bachelor raids a harem 
and If successful In his Hght with tlio 
bull, he takes away a cow or two. 

As cold weather approaches, tho 
cow« and newborn pups leave the Is- 
lands and go south, followed shortly 
afterward by tha bulls.\ They never 
touch 'land until their return to tha 
Prlbllofs In tlio spring. Tho two to 
thrco-months'-old pups, who have been 
Eubsl.sttng on milk and hardly know 
how to "navigate," are forced to make 
their own way without assistance from 
the rest of the family. As a result. It 
Is estimated that nO per cent of tliem 
die before the next season. 

How tho Herdi Ara Protected. 
Tlio seal herds of tho Prlbllofs do- 
creased from between 2,500.000 and 4,- 
000,000 when the Islands were taken 
over by tlio United States In 3SC8, to 
150.000 In 1011. Although the govern- 
ment placed restrictions on killing them 
on tho Islands,' tho loss was largely 
due to the killing of cows -while tliey 
swam about In the water In the sum- 
mer, perhaps Booking squid nnd fish 
at the nearest food source, n hundred 
miles south, or during the winter whllo 
In the Pnclflc. The death of a cow in 
tho winter means the' loss of n pup to 
be born the following summer, while 
a similar killing In tho summer would 
pcrhnps be more disastrous, for tho 
now-born pup left at tho rookery would 
dlo of fiiarvatlon and. an unborn pup 
would also bo lost Laws and treaties 
now protect seals while at sea. 

Sclentlflc propagation Is showing Us 
favorable cfroct upon tho herds annu- 
ally. Only surplus males are killed 
for their pelts. Tlie best furs are tak- 
en from" seals under Ave years old. 
Those that nro to be killed are sep- 
arated from tho herd, struck on th« 
head with a largo club, and then 
struck through the heart with a knife. 
After the kllllnir an expert skinner 
can remove the pelt of a seal In two 
or three minutes. 

Tho government also . successfully 
maintains rind propogates blue and 
white foxes on the I'ribllofs, which 
add to tho rovonuo already received 
from the sealing Industry. Nearly 
1,000 pelts are shipped to this country 
annually. Unlike the fox farms on 
tho Aleutian islands whore the Uttlo 
animals are inclosed In chlcken-wlre 
cages, the Pribllof packs are allowed 
to run wild. They are the most sue- 
cesful packs In the world. 

Most of the pelEs of both tho seals 
and foxes are auctioned oft In tho St 
Louis fur tnurket
